In the 
last war, the Germans also were 
well equipped with defense weap- 
ons, but they were not able to 
stop our attacking tombers. On 
the average, we lost fewer than 10 
out of each 100 planes. That gives 
us something to think about! , 

We know that everything pos- 
sible will be done to stop the 
enemy at our borders, and to 
preyent sabotage within, but we 
also can be sure that, in case of 
war, a good percentage of enemy 
attacks would be successful in 
spite of all that we could do. 
That is why we must have Civil 
Defense. 

The wide oceans which once pro- 
tected us have given way to global 
hombers. Today we face more kinds 
of attack than ever before, and our 
danger is much greater. 

There is only one sure way to 
keep any enemy from knocking us 
out of a war. We must know how 
to save lives and property, restore 
our cities and industries, and carry 
on the fight no matter what kind 
of attacks, are hurled against us. 

Russia Has Bombers 

Russia las hundreds of heavy, 
long-range boinbers patterned after 
our B-29s which could get through 
most of our defense setups. We 
know that Russia has atomic bomhs 
and that their heavy long-range 
bombers are capable of delivering 
them anywhere in the United 
States at any time the Kremlin 
dictates. 


preparing diseases for use against 
people, plants, and animals, and 
trained secret agents who could 
spread them, 

It is certain that she has the 
major war gases, including the new 
and deadly nerve gas developed by 
German experts who were taken 
into Russia at the end of the last 
war. 

That is not all we must plan 
against. In some types of biological 
warfare fifth columnists could be- 
gin work without waiting for a 
war to start. Saboteurs too, could 
attack from within and wreck our 
defenses and war production out- 
put, 

Hit Without Warning 

All these enemy weapons could 
hit us without warning. 

The outcome of modern war is 
not necessarily decided by armies 
im the field. Wars today can be 
won or lost on the home front. The 
home front cannot be hidden, and 
it. cannot retreat—not if we are to 
survive as a free people, 

Millions of Americans must be 
trained in civil defense before this 


country can be sure it is ready for | 


enemy attack. Meanwhile, that 
attack might come at any moment. 

We have no time to lose in pre- 
paring to ward off such an attack. 
Your home, your job, your family, 
your own life rnuy be at stake. 

Civil defense is the sure way— 
the only organized way—for survi- 
val on the home front.

The Governor’s self-possession 
under trying circumstances is not 
a newly acquired sharacteristic, In 
1937 Stevenson and his wife, the 
former Ellen Borden, from whom 
he was divorced in 1949, decided 
to build a house in the country. 
Six weeks after they had moved 
into it, the house caught fire on an 
evening when they were not at 
home. By the time the Stevensons 
reached the scene of the conflagra- 
tion, it was too late for anyone, to 
do much except stand around and 
watch the structure burn to the 
ground, 

One of the neighbors who was 
near Stevenson in the crowd of 
spectators edged over to express 
his sympathy. As he did so a bit 
of burning debris floated through 
the air and dropped at the owner's 


feet. Stevenson picked it up and 


calmly lit a cigarette with it. 
“Oh, well,” he said, “as you can 
see, we are still using the house.” 

Conscience—Not Flippancy 
Stevenson's ability to achieve 
minor mots in moments of stress 
is less the result of flippancy on 
his part than of an overly strict 
conscience which obliges him to 
set himself unusually high stand. 
ards of efficiency and deportment. 
And it forbids him to seek the 
sympathy of outsiders, Thus, on 
the occasion of the fire, to have 
betrayed his inward feelings would 
have seemed to Stevenson unpar- 


donable and might have caused 
him more remorse than the logs of 
ius property. 


Stevenson's habitual air of ag- 
grieved if not downright indignant 


self-deprecation would be disarm- 


ing-in almost anyone, but in a man 
who has been widely regarded as 
well-qualified for. the biggest job , 
in the nation, if not the world, it 
‘ems to the casual observer espe- 


dential candidates are supposed to 


be over-stuffed with assurance, on 
the premise that obvious self-contie 
qence is the first prerequisite for 
enksting the contidence of their 
fellow citizens. 

Stevenson himself is more enters 
tained than upset by such attitudes. 
“IT must confess,” he remurked re- 
cently, “I seem to spend a lot of 
time reading about myself in pa: 
pers and magazines these days. 
The awtul thing is, I can’t say that 
I mind it much either.” 

“Presidential Timber” 

Stevenson’s announcement that 
he coujJd not run for President read 
in full as follows: ? 

“I have been urged to announce 
my candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for President, but I am 
a candidate for Governor of Ili- 
nois and I cannot run for two of- 
fices at the same time. Moreover, 
my duties as Governo) do not pres- 
ently afford the time to campaign 
for the nomination even if I want- 
ed it, 

“Others have asked me merely 
to say that I would accept a nomi- 
nation which 1 did not seek. To 
state my position now on a pros- 
pect so remote in time and prob- 
ability seems to me a little pre 
sumptuous, But I would rather 
presume than embarrass or mis- 
lead. 

“In these somber years the hopes 
of mankind dwell with the Presi- 
dent of the United States. From 
such dread responsibility one does 
not shrink in fear, self-interest or 
humility. But great political par- 
ties, like great nations have no 
indispensable man, and last Janu- 
ary before I was eVen considered 
for the Presidency, I announced 
that I would seek re-election as 
Governor of Illinois, Last week I 
was nominated in the Democratic 
primary. It. is the highest office 
within the gift of the citizens of 
Illinois, and its power for good or 
‘ill over their lives is correspond. 
ingly great. No one should lightly 
aspire to it or lightly abandon the 
quest once begun. 

“The long agony that followed , 
was never about what I wanted to 
do—I had already settled that. It 
was the result of an increasing 
pressure to get me to do something 
different.” 

But the questions that confronted 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion were only two. One was 
whether it really wanted the best; 
and the other was whether, if it 
did want the best, it had the cour- 
age and the common sense to get ;
